Keeping border patt correct, work 101 
rows more in hood patt, then 1st row 
again. 

Now work second half of scarf to 
correspond with first half. Cast oif. 
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TO MAKE UP 

Press lightly under a dry cloth using a cool 
iron. 

When making up a chunky garment it 
is easier to use an oddment of finer 
yarn in a toning shade for the sewing. 

If you prefer to make up with the 
original yarn, use 30 in lengths and a 
large needle, making sure yam keeps 
its original twist by turning needle 
clockwise between fingers and thumb 
after every few stitches. 

Fold Scarf in half and using a back- 
stitch seam, join hood seam. 

Using 3 strands of yarn 8 in long, fold 
yarn in half, draw loop through a st on 
end of Scarf, draw ends through loop 
and tighten. Rep in alternate sts on 
both ends of Scarf to form a fringe. 

Trim fringes. 



Man’s Socks 



Super Argyll-style 
patterning is used for 
these mid -length socks. 



Materials: Of 3 ply yarn 3 (25 gram) balls 
in Main Shade and 2 (25 gram) balls in 
Contrast. 

Set of four No 2} mm Milward needles 
with points at both ends. Needle size 
quoted is Metric: equivalent UK size is 
No 13 for 2} mm. 



Measurements: Length from top to 
base of heel, 13} in (34 cm); length of 
foot, approx 10} in (27 cm). 

Tension: 18 sts and 22 rows to 2 in 
. measured over stocking stitch. 

For notes, abbreviations and how to 
check your tension, see page 2. , 

Special abbreviations: MS = Main 

Shade; C= Contrast. 

Note 

When working from chart, carry yam 
not in use loosely across wrong side of 
work over not more than 3 sts at a time 
to keep fabric elastic. 

With 2 needles and MS, cast on 78 sts 
and work in Kl, PI rib for 4 in, dec 
1 st at end of last row (77 sts). 

Starting with a K row, work in stock- 
ing stitch, at the same time join in C 
and work in patt from chart, reading 
odd rows K from right to left and even 
rows P from left to right, until 75 rows 
have been worked. 

Next row — Patt 18, inc in next st, patt 
to last 19 sts, inc in next st, patt to end 
(79 sts). Break yams. 

Slip first and last 20 sts on spare 
needles for heel. Rejoin yarns where 
required and continue on centre 39 sts 
for instep, working in patt from chart, 
reading odd rows K from right to left 
and even rows P from left to right, 
until 76 rows have been worked. 
Break C. 

Continue in MS and stocking stitch, 
starting with a K row, until foot is 
required length, allowing 2} in for toe 
shaping and ending with a P row. 
Leave sts on a spare needle. 

Heel: Slip the 2 groups of 20 sts on to 
one needle, with right side facing and 
MS, work as follows: 1st row — K19, 
K2tog, K19. 

2nd row — P. 





3rd row— Kl, * sLlP, K1 ; rep from * to 
end. 4th row — P. Rep 3rd and 4th rows 
for 2i in, ending with a 3rd row. 

Turn heel as follows: 1st row — Kl, 
P19, P2tog, PI, turn. 2nd row— K3,’ 
sLl, Kl, psso, Kl, turn. 3rd row— P4, 
P2tog, PI, turn. 

4th row— K5, sLl, Kl, psso, Kl, turn. 
5th row- P6, P2tog, PI, turn. 6th row 
— K7, sLl, Kl, psso, Kl, turn. 

Continue thus until all sts have been 
worked (21 sts). 

Next row— P21 sts, then purl up 18 sts 
down side of heel piece, turn. Next 
row— K39 sts, then knit up 18 sts down 
other side of heel (57 sts). 

Next row— P. Next row— Kl, K2togtbl 
K to last 3 sts, K2tog, Kl. Rep last 2 
rows until 35 sts remain. 

Continue straight until work matches 
instep piece, ending with a P row. 
Next row — K18. 

Now arrange sts on 3 needles as 
follows: 1st needle: K17, under foot 
sts; 2nd needle: K39 instep sts; 3rd 
needle: K remaining 18 underfoot sts. 
Slip 1 St from each end of 2nd needle 
on to end of first and beg of 3rd 
needle (18 [37, 19] sts). 

Work in rounds shaping toe as follows : 
1st round— 1st needle: K to last 3 sts, 
K2tog, Kl; 2nd needle: Kl, K2togtbl, 
K to last 3 sts, K2tog, Kl ; 3rd needle: 
Kl, K2togtbl, K to end. 

2nd round — K. 

Rep last 2 rounds until 22 sts remain. 
K sts from first needle on to 3rd needle 
and graft or cast-off sts from two 
needles together. 

TO IVIAKE UP 

Omitting ribbing, press lightly on 
wrong side following instructions on 
Che ball band. 

loin centre back and instep seams. 
Press seams. 



Fisherman’s 

Socks 

Worked in Diploma Aran 
these warm knee-length 
socks come in three 
sizes for men. 



Materials: 6 (SOgram) balls Patons Diploma 
Gold Aran. 

Set of four No 4^ mm Milward 
needles with points at both ends. 
Needle size quoted is Metric: equiva- 
lent UK size is No 7 for 4J mm. 

Measurements: Length to base of heel 
with top turned over, 20 in (51 cm); 
length of foot, 10 [10^, 11] in (25 [27, 
28] cm). 

Tension: 19 sts and 25 rows to 4 in 
measured over stocking stitch. 

For notes, abbreviations and how to 
check your tension, see page 2. 

Special abbreviations: Tw2F= Twist 2 
Front by knitting into front of 2nd st, 
then front of first st on left-hand 
needle and slipping 2 sts off needle 
together. 

Tw2B= Twist 2 Back by knitting into 
back of 2nd st, then back of first st on 
left-hand needle and slipping 2 sts off 
needle together. 

Cast on 54 sts, 18 sts on each of 3 
needles. Work in rounds as follows: 
1st round—* P2, Tw2F, Tw2B ; rep from 

* to end. 2nd round—* P2, K4; rep from 

* to end. 3rd and 4th rounds— As 2nd. 

5th round—* P2, Tw2B, Tw2F ; rep from 

* to end. 6th, 7th and 8th rounds— As 2nd. 
Work these 8 rounds 3 times more, 
then 1st round again. 

Work in rounds of Kl, PI, rib for 3f 
in. Turn work inside out, thus revers- 
ing fabric. 

Work as follows: Next round—* K5, 
PI ; rep from * to end. 

Continue thus until work measures 
12f in from beg. 

Shape leg as follows: ** Next round — 
K2tog, work to last 3 sts, K2togtbl, PI. 
Work 5 rounds without shaping. ** 

Rep from ** to ** 5 times (42 sts). 
Continue in wide rib until work 
measures 21 in from cast-on edge. 

Divide sts for heel as follows: Next 
row— Rib 10, slip last 11 sts of round 
on to other end of same needle (these 
21 sts are for heel). 



Divide remaining sts on to two needles 
and leave for instep. 

Start heel as follows: 1st row — sLlP, 
P to end. 2nd row — sLlK, K to end. 
Work these 2 rows 12 times more, then 
1st row once. 

Turn heel as follows: 1st row — K13, 
sLl, Kl, psso, turn. 2nd row — P6,’ 
P2tog, turn. 3rd row— K6, sLl, Kl, 
psso, turn. 

Work 2nd and 3rd rows 5 times more, 
then 2nd row once. 

Next row-K4,thus completing heel (3 sts 
remain unworked on left-hand needle). 
Slip all instep sts on to one needle. 
Using spare needle, K3 heel sts, knit up 
14 sts along side of heel, using 2nd 
needle rib across instep sts, using 3rd 
needle knit up 14 sts along other side of 
heel, K4 heel sts (56 sts). 

Shape instep as follows: 1st round — 
K on 1st and 3rd needles, work in rib 
on 2nd needle. 

2nd round— 1st needle: K tb last 3 sts, 
K2tog, Kl; 2nd needle: Work in rib; 
3rd needle: Kl, K2togtbl, K to end. 
Rep these 2 rounds until 44 sts remain. 
Continue on these sts until work mea- 
sures 6i in for a 10 in foot, 7 in for a 
10^ in foot, 7| in for an 11 in foot, 
from where sts were knitted up at heel. 
Next round— 1st needle: K to last 3 sts, 
K2tog, Kl 2nd needle: K; 3rd needle: 
Kl, K2togtbl, K to end (42 sts). 

Shape toe as follows: 1st round — K. 
2nd round — 1st needle: K to last 3 sts, 
K2tog, Kl ; 2nd needle: Kl, K2togtbl, 

K to last 3 sts, K2tog, Kl ; 3rd needle: 
Kl, K2togtbl, K to end. 3rd round — K. 
Rep these 3 rounds until 22 sts remain, 

K sts from 1st needle on to end of 3rd 
needle. Graft or cast-off sts from two 
needles together. 

Work another stocking in same way. 

TO MAKE UP 

Turn tops to right side and press 
following instructions on the ball band. 
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Child’s Hat and 
Scarf 

Lace patterning in 
crochet makes a pretty 
hat and scarf set. 



Materials: Hat: 1 (50 gram) ball. Scarf: 
2 (50 gram) balls Patons Beehive Soft 
Blend Double Knitting. 

No. 5 00 mm (6) Milward crochet 
hook. 

Measwrements : Hat: To fit 6-9 years. 
Scarf: length (excluding fringes), 

approx 50 in (127 cm). 

Tension: 4 double crochet measures 
1 inch in width. 

Note 

Before starting garment, work a test 
piece of pattern to check your tension 
and adjust hook as required : use a size 
finer hook if fabric is too loose, or a 
size thicker hook if it is too tight.

Special abbreviations: dec 1 = decrease 
1 thus: (insert hook in next st, draw 
yarn through) twice, yrh and draw 
through all loops on hook. 

Ltr=long treble worked thus: yrh 
loosely, insert hook into st, draw yarn 
through and pull up to a height of 1 in, 
yrh and draw through first 2 loops on 
hook yrh and draw through last 2 
loops on hook. 

HAT 

Note 

In order to obtain the measurements 
stated it is essential that long trebles 
are drawn up to the height stated. 

Make 68ch. 

Foundation row — Idc in 2nd ch from 
hook, Idc in every ch to end (68 sts). 
Next 2 rows — Ich, miss first st, Idc in 
every st to end. Next row — Ich, miss 
first st, Idc in each of next 2 sts, (2dc 
in next st, Idc in each of next 4 sts) 
13 times (81 sts). 

Now work in patt as follows : 1st row — 
4ch, * miss 3 sts, 2Ltr in next st, now 
work 2Ltr in previous 3rd st from st 
just worked into (you have now crossed 
last 2Ltr over first 2Ltr) ; rep from * to 
end, Idtr in turning ch. 

2nd row — Ich, miss first st, Idc in each 
st to end, miss turning ch. These 2 rows 
form patt. Rep last 2 rows 3 times more. 
Shape crown as follows: 1st row — As 
1st row of patt, but working only ILtr 
in each place where 2Ltr were worked. 
2nd row — As 2nd row of patt. 



3rd row — 5ch, * miss 1 st, ILtr in next 
st; rep from * to last st, miss turning 
ch. 4th and 5th rows — As 2nd row of patt. 
6th row — Ich, miss first st, Idc in next 
st, (decl, Idc in next st) 6 times, Idc in 
last st. 

Break yarn, thread through remaining 
sts, draw up tightly and fasten off 
securely. 

TO MAKE UP 

Press lightly under a dry cloth using a cool 
iron. 

Join seam. Make a pompon and attach 
to centre of crown. 

SCARF 

Make 28ch. 

Foundation row — Idtr in 5th ch from 
hook, Idtr in each ch to end (25 sts). 
Next row — As 1st row of patt on Hat. 
Now work in patt as follows : 1st row— 
4ch, miss first st, Idtr in each st to end 
(26 sts). 

2nd row — 4ch, * miss 3 sts, 2Ltr in 
next st, now work 2Ltr in previous 3rd 
st; rep from * to last 2 sts, miss next 
st, Idtr in turning ch. These 2 rows 
form patt. 

Continue in patt until Scarf measures 
approx 50 in, ending with a 1st patt 
row. Fasten off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Press lightly under a dry cloth using a cool 
iron. 

Cut remaining yarn into 8 in lengths and 
taking 4 strands together each time, knot 
along each short end to form a fringe. 
Trim fringes.

Pair No 4 mm Milward needles and set 
of four Nos 3? mm and 4 mm Milward 
needles, with points at both ends. Needle 
sizes quoted are Metric: equivalent UK 
sizes are No 10 for 3? mm and No 8 for 4 
mm. 

Stitch-holder. 

Measurements: Toddler [Child, Lady, 
Man]; to fit head 20 [21, 22, 23] in 
<51 [54, 56, 59] cm). 

Tension: 11 sts and 15 rows to 2 in 
measured over stocking stitch on No 4 
mm needles.

With set of No 4 mm needles, cast on 
70 [76, 84, 92] sts. 1st round — * Kl, 
PI ; rep from * to end. Rep 1st round 
7 times. 

Change to set of No 3^ mm needles and 
rep 1st round 12 [14, 16, 20] times. 
Slip last 17 [19, 21, 23] sts of round on 
to stitch-holder. 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work 
in rows on remaining 53 [57, 63, 69] sts. 

1st row— K5 [2, 4, 7], * Ml, K4 [4, 5, 
5] ; rep from * to last 4 [3, 4, 7] sts, Ml, 
K4 [3, 4, 7] (65 [71, 75, 81] sts). 2nd 
row — P. 

Work 44 [50, 56, 60] rows in stocking 
stitch. Cast off 21 [23, 24, 26] sts at beg 
of next 2 rows. 

Continue on remaining sts until centre 
panel measures same as cast-off edges. 

Cast off. 

MAKE UP AND BAND 

Press following instructions on the 
ball band. 

Using a fine back-stitch seam, join top 
seams. 

With right side facing and set of No 3 J 
mm needles, knit up 34 [40, 44, 48] sts 
evenly along side edge, 21 [23, 25, 27] 
sts along cast-off edge, 34 [40, 44, 48] 
sts along other side edge, then rib 
across sts from stitch-holder (106 [122, 
134, 146] sts). 

Work 7 [8, 9, 10] rounds in rib. Cast 
off evenly in rib.
